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INDUSTRIAL BOOM 


Indications Point to Great Business 


in Seymour This Year. 


There has not been a time for many 
years when the conditions were more 
favorable for a boom in this city than 
they are at the present. 
People who 
have closely watched the indications, 
predict that business will be very 
heavy in all lines of industrial and 
commercial business during1 the pres­ 
ent year. 
Many preparations have been made 
in the past few weeks for several large 
and important improvements, which 
will be of great benefit to the city. 
Plans are now being drawn for build­ 
ings and other improvements which 
will have a total value of many thous­ 
ands of dollars. 
Factories which are located here 
report that their orders are very heavy 
and all the manufacturing plants are 
running full time, and are still behind 
with their orders. 
Business firms are 
all enjoying a good trade, and are 
making great preparations for their I 
spring trade. 
The merchants are al­ 
ready receiving a large supply of 
spring goods which they will be ready 
to show to their customers in a short 
time. 
Besides the substantial enterprises 
already here, a number will probably 
be added during the year, besides the | 
erections of several ^new large build-1 
ings. 
Arrangements have practically 
been completed for the construction of 
a new school building and the board 
of school trustees are now completing 
the details for the plan of the build­ 
ing. The work on this structure will 
be begun as near May I, as possible. 
This work will require the employment 
of many workmen who will receive a 
large sum in wages each week. 
For some time the passenger and 
freight business on the steam and elec­ 
tric roads operating! in this city, has 
been increasing, until it has become 
necessary to enlarge the ^facilities for 
handling the business. The Indiana­ 
polis, Columbus and Southern Trac­ 
tion Company 
are enlarging their 
present freight and passenger station, 
and will be able to handle a larger 
amount of traffic when the-work is com­ 
pleted. 
The Pennsylvania 
Company will 
also construct some new side tracks 
near their freight depot. 
It is said j 
that a new freight depot may also be 
erected in the near future. 
The work on the new hospital will 
probably begin soon. The architects 
have submitted several sets of plans, 
and the details concerning"the char­ 
acter of the building will probably be j 
arranged in the near future. 
Other improvements are to be made 
by many of the large business firms. 
The Seymour Woolen Mills are pre­ 
paring to make several changes, and 
will probably increase their capacity. 
It has been rumored that extensive 
improvements are to be made in Sey-: 
raour by the B. & O. S-W., and ac­ 
cording to the reports several new 
buildings m aybe erected here. 
The: 
Stanfield Carlson Hardware Company I 
are enlarging their ware room and 
will extend the 
building to Third 
street. 
Many other improvements are 
to be made by the various factories 
here and provisions made in some of 
them to employ a iarger number of g r o c e r y , 
people 
Building contractors are of the opin­ 
ion that there will be many residences 
erected during the coming summer and 
are arranging to do a large business. 
There are but 
few 
suitable 
resi­ 
dences unoccupied in Seymour at the 
present time, although in the past two 
years a new residence has been erected 
on the average of every six days

The parsonage which has just been 
I completed by the members of the Ger-

formally opened Thursday evening 
with appropriate exercises in the pres­ 
ence of about 250 members of that 
etui reb. 
The new building is one of the most 
handsome parsonages in the city and 
it is certainly complimentary to the 
members of the German M. E. church 
to erect such a beautiful residence as 
I this for the home of their pastor and 
his family. The house is modern in 
every respect and no expense has 
been spared to make it as comfortable 
and convenient as possible. The par­ 
sonage contains nine large rooms, 
pantry, bath, large attic and base­ 
ment. 
It has been fitted for gas and 
electric lights and many other con­ 
veniences. 
The German M. E. church is in a 
very prosperous condition. The con­ 
gregation is composed of earnest, zeal­ 
ous workers who work concertedly for 
the best interest of the church. 
An excellent program was given at 
the dedicatory exercises. 
The recita­ 
tions by Miss Edna Doane, and Miss 
Lois Reynolds who recited “ Laceo,” 
the reading by B. F. Schneck and the 
selections by the male quartette were 
greatly enjoyed. 
A very interesting 
paper was prepared and read by 
W. 
H. Burkley which gives the history of 
the building of the parsonage. 
The 
report in part was as follows: 
On February 3, 1909, at a regular 
meeting of the church board of the 
German M. E. church a resolution 
was adopted to build a new parsonage. 
The building committee appointed by 
the board consisted of the following 
members: 
B. F. Schneck, L. F. Gree- 
man and W. H. Burkley. The finance 
committee was Rev. H. Knauff, Mar­ 
tin Hodapp and Frank Miller. 
Later a resolution was adopted to 
raise the sum of $4,500 by subscription. 
Through the generous spirit of Mrs. 
Louis Schneck, Mamie Schneck and 
Mr. and Mrs. B. F. Schneck one-half 
of the above amount was guaranteed 
by them. 
The lot whereon the new 
parsonage is built is the generous gift 
of Mrs. Anna Bollinger and family. 
The finance committee went to work 
with an earnest spirit and succeeded 
in raising the sum of $2181.50. 
On 
July 21, 1909, the building committee 
closed a contract with Mr. W. A. 
Wiley for the construction and com­ 
pletion of the parsonage for the sum 
of $4000. The building was to have 
been completed by November I, 1909, 
but owing to circumstances the build­ 
ing could not be completed by that 
time. 
The building was 
occupied 
February 9, 1910. 
In the report Mr. Burkley says that 
although the parsonage is more beau­ 
tiful and better arranged than most of 
the homes occupied by the members 
who contributed so freely to the new

Blaming It on Breakfast Foods. 
For example, one professor says that , 
the advance in beef is due to Hie j 
breakfast food craze. 
That sort of 
logic would make Aristotle reassemble 
his dust and wildly break out of the 
grave. 
The particular pedagogue re­ 
sponsible for this startling idea thinks 
that many bushels of perfectly good 
corn have been wasted on breakfast 
foods that might have been fed to cat­ 
tle aud hogs; therefore the price of j 
meat has gone up. Simply marvelous! 
The average man 
without 
learning 
would naturally suppose that the eat­ 
ing of oatmeal and flaked bran would 
lessen the consumption of meat and 
hence lower the price; also be would ( 
be of opinion that very little corn is , 
used in the manufacture of breakfast 
foods, which are mostly composed of ( 
wheat, oats. rice,*sawdust or chopped 
alfalfa.

Indianapolis, Feb. 21.—Bringing the 
total number to thirty men who will 
constitute 
the 
commission, 
Mayor 
Shank has announced the completed 
list of proposed appointees to his vice 
commission. 
The mayor followed up 
his decision by issuing letters to the 
appointees notifying them formally of 
his intention to appoint the commis­ 
sion and setting Thursday, Feb. 24, as 
the date of the first meeting. 
The 
commission will begin active work im­ 
mediately after organization, and it is 
expected the mayor will have several 
important matters for consideration at 
the first formal meeting. 
Mayor Shank said he found it neces­ 
sary to enlarge the commission from 
twenty men, as proposed at first, to 
thirty, in order to obtain the general 
representation he desired. 
He found 
that in a board of twenty men there 
would not be seats enough for the va 
rious interests from which he wished 
to hear on questions, and decided that 
an enlargement of the commission 
would serve the city better. 
It is probable that only an organiza­ 
tion will be perfected at the first meet­ 
ing of the commission. 
Immediately 
afterward, however, the mayor will call 
the laxly together for its first formal 
advisory session, and at that time will 
disclose several matters for the com­ 
mission’s consideration. 
Mayor Shank’s movement to get in 
closer touch with the public as ex­ 
pressed in his vice commission is be­ 
ing greeted with approval in all quar­ 
ters, and generally is regarded one of 
the best evidences of good faith he has 
shown. 
Business men, professional 
men and the clergy think in the com­ 
mission public sentiment will find a 
real voice In the city government, and 
will be able to bring about reforms 
and safeguard the business interests of 
the city in a way that would be other­ 
wise impossible. 
Among the earliest 
matters to come up before the com­ 
mission will be the mayor’s plan for a 
convention of Indiana mayors and 
chiefs of police to discuss a better reg­ 
ulation of the liquor traffic. 


Washington, Feb. 24.—The postal 
savings bank bill was up for discus­ 
sion in the senate today, Senator Bai­ 
ley of Texas attacking the pending bill 
on the ground that it is unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Meanwhile 
the 
Republican 
leaders of the senate are busy trying 
to compose differences with a view of 
securing the passage of a bill that will 
be satisfactory to the president. Sen­ 
ator Burton of Ohio is at work on an 
amendment which he believes will 
harmonize 
conflicting 
opinions. 
It 
provides for the investment of the 
funds 
deposited 
with 
postmasters, 
first in government securities. Should 
there not be a sufficient amount of 
government bonds to absorb the de­ 
posits the funds are to be invested in 
approved state and municipal bonds, 
and if any surplus still remains the 
amendment directs the deposit of it in 
banks which are to furnish approved 
state or municipal bonds. 
The two amendments that are mak­ 
ing all the trouble for the bill are Sen­ 
ator Root’s, which directs that the 
funds be invested only in government 
bonds; and Senator Smoot’s, which 
provides for deposits in banks near 
the respective postal depositories. 
The president and his legal advisers 
hold that Smoot’s amendment would j 
make the bill unconstitutional, and 
they have been advised that it would 
not command a majority of the votes 
of the senate. 
Senator Carter suspended his ef­ 
forts to action oil the bill last week in 
the hope that a compromise might be 
reached that would command the nec­ 
essary votes to pass the measure. Up 
to the present the leaders have not 
been able to get together, but they 
expressed the hope today that they 
would be able to agree either on the 
amendment to be offered by Senator 
Burton or something similar to it. 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 24.—By resign­ 
ing as president pro tem of the sen­ 
ate, Senator Allds has cleared the
